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_ During the quarter ended 3lst March last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,369 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 24-0 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 20,685 deaths, representing an annual rate of 18°8 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 4,444 persons emigrated. 


In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 27°5 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 16°3 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°3 over the average rate 


- for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1896-1905, and 0:5 above 


the rate for the first quarter of 1905. The deaths are 1,206 under 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1905; the death rate 
is 1:2 below the rate for that quarter, and 2°6 below the average for 
the first quarter of the ten years 1896-1905. 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1905, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 


an increase of 1,217 in the average number cf Workhouse inmates on

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Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 704* in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years 
1896-1905, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
1,807, and the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease of 457, 
the total under both heads being-1°3 per cent. above the average for the 
first quarter of the ten years, ‘The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 1°6 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4°8 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the fourth quarter of 1905 is 0:2 
above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
ten years.

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NARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,305) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1905 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:8 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:1 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1904, and 0-2 above the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years 1895-1904. Of the total number of marriages 3,512 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,793 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4°3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6-5 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
0-4 above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous 
ten years, that under the latter shows a decrease of 0-3. Of the 
22,518 marriages registered last year, 7,437 were registered in the first 
quarter, 4,957 in the second, 5,119 in the third, and 5,305, in the

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BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
~ March, last was 26,369—13,530 boys and 12,839 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41:6, or 24°0 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1896-1905 was 26,477, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 23-7 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 23-9 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 23:1; Ulster, 24:6; and Connaught, 21-9. 


The highest county or co. borough birth-rate* is 32:3 for Belfast Co. 
Borough, and the lowest 18:2 for Cavan Co. Of the intermediate 
rates the highest five are—Dublin Co. Borough, 32:0; Kerry, 25:3 ; 
Kildare, 25:2 ; Donegal, 25-1; and Mayo, 24:9, The lowest five are— 
Westmeath, 18-8 ; King’s, 19:2; Leitrim, 19:3; Queen’s, 19°5 ; and 
Longford, 20:1. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 31st March last was 20,685—10,315 males and 10,370 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 53:1, or 18:8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1896-1905 was 21:4 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 20:1 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 16-9; in Ulster, 20:3 ; 
and in Connaught, 14-5. 


The county or co. borough death-rates* range from 13:3 in each 
of Mayo and Clare, to 25°4 in Dublin County Borough. Between 
these rates the lowest five are—Cavan, 13:9; Leitrim, 14:4; Galway, 
14:6; Kerry, 14°7 ; and Roscommon, 14°8 ; and the highest five are— 
Belfast Co. Borough, 23:5 ; Down, 21:5; Monaghan, 21:0 ;. Tyrone, 
21:0 ; and Tipperary, S.R., 20-0.

Ages.—Of the 20,685 deaths registered last quarter, 2,482, or 12-0 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 9,235, or 44°6 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 94:1 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 13:5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 11:0 per cent.; in Ulster, 12°3 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
8-9 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 41°5 per cent.; in 
Munster, to 45:4 per cent.;in Ulster, to 44°3 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 52-2 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diseases-__The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
dliseases* is 782, or 108 less than the number registered in the 
corresponding quarter of 1905, and is equivalent to an anntal rate of

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0-7 per 1,000 living, being 0-1 under the rate for the first quarter of 
1905, and 0-3 below the average rate for the first quarter of the 
ten years 1896-1905. : 


Smali-pox.—There was no mortality from small-pox recorded in Ire- 
land during the March quarter of 1906, nor was there any incidence of 
the disease reported by the Registrars in the notes appended to their 
quarterly returns. The deaths registered from small-pox in each of the 


quarterly periods of 1905, were one, 2, 0 and 2, 


Measles.— Deaths from measles which in the June quarter of 19095, 
numbered 266, fell to 115 in the September quarter, and again declined 
to 69 in the December quarter of 1905, rose to 104 in the period under 
review, the average for the corresponding quarter of the 5 years 1901-5 
being 180. Of the deaths (104), 22 were registered in the Registrar's 
District of Newtownards, 9 in Lurgan No. 1, and 5 im each of the 
Districts of Crossroads, Dunglow No. 1 and Scotstown. 





Scarlet Fever.—The deaths from scarlet fever which were registered 
in the whole of Ireland were 50 in number ; in the 3 preceding quarters, 
the deaths from this disease were 28, 3i and 52 respectively, and the 
average for the March quarter of the preceding 5 years was 58. In 
Belfast County Borough there were 10 deaths, and in Dublin County 
Borough there were 5 deaths, In the Registrar’s District of Oughter- 
ard 4 deaths were registered, and in each of the Registrar’s Districts of 
Kilrea and Boyle No. 1, 3 deaths were registered. 


Typhus —The deaths from typhus (28) which were registered 
exceed the number registered in the March quarter of any year since 
1901 (when 33 deaths from this disease were recorded), the average 
number of deaths for the 5 years 1901-5, being 19. Of the deaths, 4 
occurred in Leinster, namely—one in Dublin County Borough, one in 
Kells Registrar’s District, one in Mountmellick, and one in Athlone 
No. 1; 8 deaths occurred in Munster, namely—3 in Bantry, one in 
Cork Urban No. 2, one in Unionhall (Skibbereen Union), one in Dingle, 
one in Tralee No. 1, and one in Nenagh ; one death occurred in Ulster— 
in Belfast; and 15 deaths from typhus occurred in the Province of 
Connaught, namely-—one in Galway No. 2 District, 2 in Turlough- 
more, 2 in Lettermore, one in Ballina, 3 in Bangor (Belmullet Union), 
one in Knocknalower, one in Foxford, 3 in Westport, and one in Sligo 
No. 1 Registrar’s District. 
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Whooping-cough.— Although the deaths from whooping-cough (195) 
show n increase as compared with the numbers recorded in the 3 pre- 
ceding quarters, viz., 141, 95 and 79, respectively, they are considerably 
below the average (295) for the March quarter of the 5 years 1901-5, 
and only one above the number registered in the March quarter of 
1905. The 195 deaths represent an annual rate of 0:18 per 1,000 of 
the population of Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1906. A 
reference to the Abstracts in this report shows that 19 deaths from 
whooping-cough were registered in the County Borough of Dublin, 71 
in the County Borough of Belfast, 17 in the Urban District of London- 
derry, 15 in the Registrar’s District of Dundalk, and 9 in the 


Registrar’s District of Newtownards. 


Diphtheria.—It appears from Abstract I, page 22, that 94 persons 
are returned as having died from diphtheria ; in each of the preceding 
3 quarterly periods, such deaths, were 67, 49 and 74, and the average 
for the March quarter of the 5 years 1961-5 is 91. The highest 
number of deaths from diphtheria in the corresponding period of the 5 
preceding years was in 1903, when 115 deaths were recorded. The 
incidence of deaths from diphtheria is shown in the Abstracts ; it may 
be seen that, there were 13 deaths in the County Borough of Dublin, 
also 13 deaths in the County Borough of Balfast, from this disease ; in 
each of the Registrar’s Districts of Laghy in the Union of Donegal, 
and of Castleconor in the Union of Dromore West, 3 deaths were 


registered. 


Enteric Fever.— ‘The deaths from enteric fever (114) do not exhibit 
much fluctuation when compared with those registered in the 3 pre- 
ceding quarters, namely, 121, 114, and 128; and with the average 
number of deaths (120) for the March quarter of the 5 years 1901-- 
1905. Of the total (114), there were 7 registered in Dublin County 
Borough, and 36 in the County Borough of Belfast; 12 deaths in 
Omagh No. 1 Registrar’s District, 5 deaths in Gortin, and in each of 
the following Registrar’s Districts 3 deaths from enteric fever were 


registered, namely— Tullamore, Listowel and Donegai. 


The deaths of 13 persons were classified as pyrexia (origin uncertain) 
formerly described as simple, continued or ill-defined fever. 


Diarrhoeal Diseases.—The deaths which are returned as epidemic 
diarrhoea (infective enteritis), diarrhoea, English cholera, dysentery are 
grouped under the heading “Diarrhoeal Diseases”; these deaths 
numbered 184 in the period under review, and exceed the average by 
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45; in each of the 3 preceding quarterly periods such deaths were 
156, 730, and 244. The deaths (184) represent an annual rate of 0:17 
per 1,000 of the population of Ireland estimated to the middle of 1906. 


Tuberculous Disease.—The Quarterly Returns (unrevised numbers) 
of the Registrars, when summarised, give a total of 2,977 deaths from all 
forms of tuberculous disease for the whole of Ireland ; in each of the 3 
preceding quarters the corresponding figures were 2,984, 2,348 and 2,292. 
The 2,977 deaths equal an annual rate of 2°71 per 1,000 for all forms 
of tuberculous disease for the March quarter of 1906. Several of the 
Registrars supplemented their numerical returns with special references 
to the prevalence of tuberculous disease and made observations ; 
amongst these the remarks of the Registrars of Ballynacarrigy, Water- 
ford No. 1 District, and Ardrahan are of special interest, and will be 


found printed at the end of this report. 


Malignant Diseases.—The deaths returned under this heading in- 
cluded the deaths registered during the quarter, as from the varieties 
of carcinoma, sarcoma, cancer (not defined), and malignant disease not 
otherwise described; these deaths in the aggregate numbered 788, 
which figure represented an annual rate of 0-72 per 1,000. The rates 
for such deaths being 0°60, 0°65, and 0-71, respectively, in each of the 
3 preceding quarterly periods. The number of deaths in this group of 
diseases varies from 85 in Dublin County Borough, 80 in the County 
and County Borough of Cork, 72 in Belfast County Borough, 54 in 
County Down, 45 in County Antrim, and 38 in each of the Counties 
of Donegal, and Londonderry (includiag the County Borough), to 3 in 
Kerry, 5 in Westmeath, 6 in each of Carlow and Kildare, 7 in each of 
Longford and Leitrim, and 8 in each of Kilkenny, Fermanagh and 


Sligo Counties, 


Hydrophobia,—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—-Chickenpox in two districts, measles in 43, scarlet fever in 
22, whooping-cough in 22, diphtheria in 27, fever in 23--typhus 7, 
and enteric 16—influenza in 44, and mumps in 8 districts, 


Inquests.—There were 482 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 43 of the total deaths 
registered, 
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In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 39 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 57, in Ulster 1 to 37, and in Connaught 1 to 65. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 20,685 deaths registered, 4,249, 
or 20°5 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 28°3, in Munster 24:6, in Ulster 14:4, and in Connaught 
12:7...

EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Treland during the 
quarter ended 31st March last, was 4,444 (2,791 males and 1,653 
females), being 1,863 less than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1905, and 73 under the average number for the first quarter of 
the ten years 1896-1905.

The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 54d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the first 
quarter of the year 1905 the average price was 6d., and in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1896 it was 5d. 

The average price of oatmeal (lst quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 14s. 6d. per cwt., being the same as the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the year 1905. In the first quarter of 1896 
the average price was 13s. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 2s. 3d. to 2s. 9d. In the first quarter of 1905 
the average prices were 2s. 9d. to 3s. 4d., and the prices for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1896 were 1s. 5d. to 2s. 4d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 47s. 6d. to 53s. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1905 the average prices were from 495s. to 55s., and in the

The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1906 
was 29:887 inches, being 0:001 over the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1901-1905; the highest reading 
(30°642 inches) was on the 22nd January, at 9 P.m., air calm; and 
the lowest (28°638 inches) on the 10th February, at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 42-99 or 1°7° 
above the average for the first quarter of the five years, 1901-1905. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 57:7° 
and the minimum 23°1°. The maximum heat in sun was 103°7°, and 
the minimum on the grass 17:0°. 

Rain or snow fell on 59 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 7°133 inches, being 0:464 inch above the average for the 
first quarter of the five years 1901-1905. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in January, when 3:56) inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 24 days from 8. W,, on 24 days from W., on 12 days 
from N., on 7 days from §S., on 5 days from N.E., on 4 days from N.W., 
on 3 days from H., and on one day from 8.E., and the air was calm on 
10 days at 9 A.M. 

January.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°861 inches ; the highest reading (30°642 inches) was on the 22nd at 
9 p.m., air calm ; and the lowest (29'149 inches) on the 9th, at 9 a.m., 
wind 8S. The mean temperature of the air was 42°3°, the maximum 
registered was 54:69, and the minimum 25°1°. The 2nd was the 
warmest day, and the 23rd the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 41:2°, and of the wet bulb 39°6°. The maximum heat in sun was 
92°2°, and the minimum on the grass 19°6°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 14 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 59:0 hours, the greatest daily amount being 6:8 hours on 
the 19th. The maximum ozone was 0:9, the minimum 0:1, and the mean 
0:5. Rain or snow fell on 22 days. The rain-fall measured 3:565 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘520 inch on the 17th. 

February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°775 inches; the highest reading (30°432 inches) was on the 7th 
at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (28:638 inches) on the 10th, at 
9 p.M., wind W. The mean temperature of the air was 37:7°, the 
maximum registered was 48°7°, and the minimum 23'1°, The 26th was 
the warmest day, and the 21st the coldest night.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 20, 21), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. lreland, North ; 2. Ireland, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind observations at Valencia are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2:2). Velocities 
between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have been entered in the Tables 
as strong winds, velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. 
At the remaining stations the wind-force observations are personal 
estimates in accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable 
to be affected by local circumstances. No previous comparison of 
corresponding data is available for the purpose of checking these results.

NEWTOWNARDS; Greyabbey.—Births 
and deaths about average. Several (6) 
deaths due to influenza. No epidemic now 
in the district. 


Newrownarps; Kilmood — Influenza 
very prevalent. Of the 19 deaths regis- 
tered 8 were over 80 years of age. 


NEWTOWNARDS ;x Newtownards, W.— 
There has been an epidemic of measles in 
the district, and a vast number of children 
have suffered from the disease.

During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 27,067 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 24:7 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 19,732 deaths, representing an‘annual rate of 18:0 per. 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 17,168 persons emigrated. 


In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 27°'5 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 14:5 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°4 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1896-1905, and 0:2 above 
the rate for the second quarter of 1905. The deaths are 126 over 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1905; the death rate 
is 0:1 above the rate for that quarter, but 0°7 below the average for 
the second quarter of the ten years 1896-1905. 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1905, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
an increase of 543 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on

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Saturdays during the quarter, but a decrease of 1,085* in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the second quarter of the ten years 
1896-1905, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
1,500, and the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease of 2,557, 
the total under both heads being 1:0 per cent. below the average for the 
second quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 1:7 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (6°4 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the first quarter of 1906 is 0-1 
above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
ten years.

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MARRIAGES, 

The marriages (6,981) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1906 are equivalent to an annual rate of 6-4 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-5 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1905, but 0-1 above the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1896-1905, Of the total number of marriages 5,632 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,349 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 69 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 4°8 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
Q-1 above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous 
ten years, that under the latter shows a decrease of 0°1. It is to 
be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion 
of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages were celebrated in 
the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number in the 
first quarter is generally less than that for any of the other quarters of 


the year.

102 Registration of Marriages, Births, and Deaths, Ireland. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
June last was 27,067—14,062 boys and 13,005 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 40°5, or 24:7 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1896-1905 was 27,120, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 24°3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 24:3 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 23:1; Ulster, 26:0; and Connaught, 22:1. 


The highest county or co. borough birth-rate* is 33:4 for Belfast. co. 
borough, and the lowest 18-9 for Queen’s county. Of the intermediate 
rates the highest five are—Dublin county borough, 32:8; Kildare, 
27:1; Down, 25-7; Kerry, 25:6; and Antrim, 25:3. The lowest five 
are—Roscommon, 19:0 ; Meath, 19:1 ; Tipperary, N.R., 19:6 ; Dublin 
county, 19°8 ; and Sligo, 19°9. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th June last was 19,732—9,790 males and 9,942 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 55:6, or 18:0 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1896-1905 was 18:7 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 18:4 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 16:3; in Ulster, 19-7; 
and in Connaught, 13:8. 


‘rhe county or co. borough death-rates* range from 12-5 in Mayo 
to 23-7 in Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest 
five are—King’s county, 12:6 ; Galway, 13°6 ; Tipperary, N.R., 13:6 ; 
Kerry, 13:9 ; and Meath, 14:1; and the highest five are—Monaghan, 
229; Armagh, 21:9; Belfast county borough, 21:6 ; Down, 20°5 ; and 
Londonderry county and county borough, 19°5.

Ages.—Of the 19,732 deaths registered last quarter, 2,185, or 11-1 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 8,585, or 43:5 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 yearsand upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 80:7 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 11:5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 10:3 per cent.; in Ulster, 12:0 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
8-4 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 40:9 per cent.; in 

* Munster, to 44-6 per cent.;in Ulster, to 41-7 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 53°7 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 





HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 
Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 801, or 18 less than the number registered in the 
corresponding quarter of 1905, and is equivalent to an annual rate of

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0-7 per 1,000 living, being equal to the rate for the second quarter of 
1905, and 0:2 below the average rate for the second quarter of the 
ten years 1896-1905. 


Small-pox.—There was no death from small-pox registered during the 
quarter, nor was the incidence of the disease mentioned by any 
of the Registrars in the notes appended to their quarterly returns. In 
each of the three preceding quarters, deaths from small-pox, were 0, 2, 
and 0, 


Measles.—The deaths from measles numbered 121 ; such deaths in the 
3 preceding quarters were 115, 69, and 104 respectively. The average 
mortality from measles for the June quarter of the 5 years preceding 
was 172.. There were 28 deatas from measles registered in the union 
of Londonderry, and 11 in each of the unions of Dunfanaghy and Mul- 
lingar. 


Scarlet Fever.—The deaths from scarlet fever declined from 50 re- 
gistered in the March quarter of the year to 23 in the period under 
notice ; in each of the September and December quarters of 1905, such 
deaths were 31 and 52. The average mortality from this disease for 
the corresponding quarterly period of the 5 years (1901-05) was 40. 


Typhus.—The mortality from typhus declined frem 28 in the pre- 
Ceding quarter to 24 deaths registered during the period under notice ; 
these deaths are, however, over the average (19) for the corresponding 
quarter of the 5 years preceding. In the year 1905, deaths from typhus 
were registered as follows:—In March quarter 12 deaths, in June 
quarter 18 deaths, in September quarter 20 deaths, and in December 
quarter 22 deaths. The deaths in the period under notice occurred as 
follows—in Carlow union one death; in Middleton union one death ; 
in Skibbereen union one death; in Dingle union 9 deaths ; in Kenmare ° 
union one death ; in Tralee union one death; in Tipperary union one’ 
death ; in Glenties union 2 deaths: in Carrickmacross union 2 deaths ; 
in Omagh union one deaih; in Galway union 2 deaths; in Ballina 
union one death ; and in Lobercurry union one death. 


Whooping-cough,.—It may be seen in Abstract I. that 286 deaths 
from whooping-cough were registered for the whole of Ireland in the 
period under notice ; this figure represents an annual death-rate of 0°3 
per 1,000 of the estimated population of the country, and is above the 
average (262) for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five years 
In each of the three preceding quarters such deaths numbered 95, 79, 
and 195. The mortality from whooping-cough was high in Belfast 
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county borough, no less than 179 deaths having been registered in that 
city during the quarter. Of the total deaths from whooping-cough 232 
appertained to the province of Ulster, 35 to Leinster, 11 to Munster, and 
8 to Connaught. Of the deaths in Ulster 179 occurred in Belfast 
county borough (as before mentioned), 10 were registered in the union 


of Limavady, 9 in the union of Coleraine, 8 in the union of Kilkeel, 


and 6 in the union of Newry. 


Diphtheria.—Although the mortality (65 deaths) from diphtheria is 
slightly in excess of the average (62), it is considerably below that of 
the March quarter, namely—94 deaths. In the September quarter of 
1905, deaths from diphtheria numbered 49, and in the December 
quarter of that year such deaths were 74 in number. Particulars as to 
the Registrars’ Districts, in which the deaths from diphtheria occurred 


are given in Abstract III. commencing on page 132. 


Enteric Féver.—-Regarding the mortality from enteric fever, the 
deaths registered (88) during the quarter, are well below the average 
(124), for the June quarter of the 5 years, 1901-5, and below the number 
(114) registered in the March quarter of the present year. During the 
year 1905, deaths from enteric fever were registered as follows :—In 


_ March quarter 105 deaths ; in June quarter 121 deaths ; in September 


quarter 114 deaths ; and in December quarter 128 deaths. Of the 
deaths registered in the period under notice, 10 occurred in Dublin 
county borough, 15 in Belfast county borough, 10 were in the county 
of Kerry; of the latter figure 5 occurred in the Union of Tralee, 
and 4 in the portion of Listowel union situated in the county of 
Kerry. Of 5 deaths in the county of Cork all were in the union of 


Cork, containing the county borough of Cork. Of 9 deaths in 


Tipperary, 8.R., 4 deaths were in the union of Clogheen ; and of 7 
deaths from enteric fever in the county of Tyrone, there were 4 regis- 


tered in the union of Omagh, 


The deaths of 14 persons were classed under the heading pyrexia 
(origin uncertain) formerly described as simple, continued or rl-defined 


fever. 


Diarrhoeal Diseases.— The deaths recorded as being caused by epi- 
demic diarrhea, infective enteritis, zymotic enteritis, diarrhwa, and 
dysentery, numbered 180; in the previous quarter such deaths were 
184, and the average for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 5 
years was 146. In 1905, deaths under the heading diarrhceal diseases 
were 130 in the first quarter of the year; 156 in the second quarter ; 
730 in the third quarter ; and 244 in the last quarter of that year. Of 
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the deaths, 18 were registered in Dublin county borough, 30 in Belfast 
county borough, 23 in Cork county and county borough, and 12 in the 
county of Limerick, which contains the county borough of Limerick. 


Tuberculous Disease.—The total deaths from all forms of tuberculous | 
disease, as returned by the Registrars was 3,119, representing an 
annual death rate of 2°84 per 1,000 of the estimated population of 
Ireland. In each of the 3 preceding quarters the deaths thus returned 
were 2,348, 2,292 and 2,977. It would appear that nearly 16 per cent. 
of the deaths registered during the June quarter of 1906 were due to 
tuberculosis. Several of the Registrars have supplied notes, relating to 
tuberculous disease. These aye printed at the end of this report, and are 
worthy of careful perusal and thoughtful consideration. Amongst the 
notes, those of the Registrars of Tullagh, in the union of Skibbereen; of 
Killarney, No. 2, in the union of Killarney ; of Waterford Urban No. 1, 
in the union of Waterford ; and of Kiltamagh district in the union of 
Swineford, may be read with the view of gaining valuable information 
concerning the existence of the disease. The Registrar. of Kiltamagh 
district, Swineford union, writes :—‘“‘ All forms of tuberculous disease 
are distressingly common ; this I believe is due to the fatal habits of 
the people, having their beds completely excluded from sunlight, with 


walls and curtains.” 


Malignant Diseases-—The deaths in the aggregate (as returned by 
the Registrars), as from sarcoma, carcinoma, cancer (undefined), 
and malignant disease, amounted to 777, and are equal to an 
annual death rate of 0-71 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland 
estimated to the middle of 1906 ; the rates in the 8 preceding quarterly 
periods were 0°65, 0-71, and 0-72, respectively. In the Abstracts, the 
deaths under this heading are given for the whole of Ireland, for the 
provinces, for the counties, for the unions, and for the registrars’ 
districts. It appears that of the total deaths from malignant diseases, 
251 were registered in the province of Leinster, 149 in Munster, 311 
in Ulster, and 66 in Connaught. 


Hydrophobia,—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—-Chickenpox in 2 districts, measles in 30, scarlet fever in 
22, whooping-cough in 34, diphtheria in 14, fever in 24~-typhus in 5, 
enteric in 17, and pyreaa (origin uncertain) in 2—influenza in 18, 
and mumps in one district, 

Inquests.—T'here were 431 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 46 of the total deaths 
registered. | 
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In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 40 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 54, in Ulster 1 to 39, and in Connaught 1 to 131. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 19,732 deaths registered, 3,958, 
or 201 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 28:0, in Munster 23:7, in Ulster 14:7, and in Connaught 
123

second quarter of the year 1906, there were 29,083 persons successfully 
vaccinated. 

EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Trish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Jreland during the 
quarter ended 30th June last, was 17,168 (9,679 males and 7,489 
females), being 4,525 more than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1905, but 53 under the average number for the second quarter 
of the ten years 1896-1905.

The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 5id., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the second 
quarter of the year 1905 the average price was 6d., and in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1896 it was 5d. 

The average price of oatmeal (lst quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 14s. 6d. per cwt., being the same as the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the year 1905. In the second quarter of 1896 
the average price was 12s. 6d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. to 3s. 6d. In the second quarter of 1905 
the average prices were 2s. 3d. to 3s. 2d., and the prices for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1896 were ls. 8d. to 2s. 5d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 52s. 6d. to 56s. 6d. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1905 the average prices were from 52s. to 55s. 6d., and in 
the second quarter of 1896 they were from 43s. to 55s, 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 18s. to 19s. per ton nett. 

The highest price of 232 per staal Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £9043, and the lowest £8713, 

The minimum annual rate of ant charged on Irish bills at the 
Bank of Ireland during the quarter, which had been 44 4 per cent. since 
the 28th September, 1905, was reduced to 4 per cent. on the 5th April, 
1906, again became 44 per cent on the 3rd May, but it was reduced to 
4 per cert. on the 21st June, at which rate it remained till the end of 
the quarter.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the second quarter of 1806 was 44,074, or 543 over 
the average for the corresponding period in 1905. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 57,497*, being 1,085 under the average for the second 
quarter of 1905. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the second quarter of 
1906, an average number of 1,513 in each week were located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals ; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1905 the average weekly number was 1,475.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 118, 119), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North; 2. Ireland, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind observations at Valencia are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2-2). Velocities 
between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have been entered in the Tables 
as strong winds, velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. 
At the remaining stations the wind-force observations are personal 
estimates in accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable 
to be affected by local circumstances. No previous comparison of 
corresponding data is available for the purpose of checking these results.

During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,494 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 23:2 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 15,826 deaths, representing an annual rate of 14-4 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 8,469 persons emigrated. 


In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 27:2 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 15:0 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0-2 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1896-1905, but 0-4 below 
the rate for the third quarter of 1905. The deaths are 71 below 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1905; the death-rate 
1s 0:1 below the rate for that quarter, and 0-4 below the average for 
the third quarter of the ten years 1896-1905. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1905, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
a decrease of 122 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on

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Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 914* in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years 
1896-1905, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
896, and the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease of 793, 
the total under both heads being 0:1 per cent. above the average for the 
third quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 1‘7 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4°7 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the second quarter of 1906 is equal 
to the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
ten years.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
September last was 25,494—13,147 boys and 12,347 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 43:0, or 23:2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. ‘The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1896-1905 was 25,647, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 23:0 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 23°8 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 22:0; Ulster, 24:0; and Connaught, 19°8.

Ages.—Of the 15,826 deaths registered last quarter, 2,430, or 15:4 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 6,175, or 39:0 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 yearsand upwards. ‘The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 95:3 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 18:5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 14:4 per cent.; in Ulster, 15-2 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
93 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 35°3 per cent.; in 
Munster, to 39°9 per cent.; in Ulster, to 37°8 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 51:4 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 

‘Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 1,322, or 148 more than the number registered in the 
corresponding quarter of 1905, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 
1-2 per 1,000 living, being 0°1 above the rate for the third quarter of 
1905, but 0:1 below the average rate for the third quarter of the 
ten years 1896-1905. 

Small-pox.—It appears from Abstract I., page 218, that there was 
not one death from small-pox registered during the quarter ; deaths from 
small-pox in each of the three quarters preceding were 2, 0, and 0, 

There was no allusion to the occurrence of small-pox, contained in any 


of the quarterly returns made by the Registrars. 
* See note (t) on page 207. 
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Measles.— Deaths from measles, which numbered 69, 104, and 121 
in each of the 3 preceding quarters, declined to 72 in the period under 
review. The average number of deaths in the corresponding period of 
the 5 years 1901-1905 was 127. The deaths in the unions of North 
and South Dublin combined were 9 in number ; the same number was 
registered in the union of Belfast. Twenty-three deaths were registered 
in the union of Londonderry ; of this number 10 deaths occurred in the 
district of Londonderry No. 2 Urban, 5 in the district of Waterside 
Urban, 3 in each of the districts of Londonderry Urban No. 1 and 
the Upper Liberties, and 2 in the district of Kilrea. 

Scarlet Fever.—There were 27 deaths from scarlet fever registered 
for the whole of Ireland during the quarter, as follows :—-17 in the 
province of Ulster, 8 in Leinster, 2 in Munster; but not one death 
from scarlet fever was registered in the province of Connaught. Of the 
deaths in Ulster, 8 were registered in the county of Down, namely— 
four registered in the registrar’s district of Rathfryland, two in the 
registrar’s district of Newtownards, and one death in each of the 
districts of Ballyward and Loughbrickland. Deaths from scarlet fever 
registered for the whole of Ireland in each of the three preceding quar- 
terly periods were 52, 50, and 23, 


Typhus,— Although the deaths from typhus (22) show a decline of 2 
from the number (24) registered in the June quarter of the year, they 
are above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1901-1905 by 2 deaths. In the December quarter of 1905 there were 
22 deaths from typhus registered in the whole cf Ireland; and in the 
March quarter of the year 1906 such deaths numbered 28. The deaths 
in the September quarter, 1906, were registered as follows :—in 
Clogher union 3 deaths ; in each of Cork, Dublin North, Tralee, and 
Tullamore unions 2 deaths, and one death in each of the following 
unions-—Carrick-on-Suir, Claremorris, Clogheen, Glenties, Kilmallock, 
Macroom, Magherafelt, Millford, Nenagh, Sligo, and Westport. 


W hooping-cough.— The deaths from whooping-cough registered 
during the quarter under review numbered 208, or 78 less than the 


number registered in the preceding quarter of the year. ‘The 208 deaths ) 


are equal to an annual death-rate of 0°19 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population of Ireland, and exceed the average number of deaths from 
whooping-cough in the corresponding September quarter of the years 
1901-1905 by 20 deaths, In each of the three preceding quarters, 
deaths from whooping-cough were 79, 195, and 286. Of the total 
deaths for last quarter, 28 were registered in the county borough of 
Dublin, and 58 in the county borough of Belfast. 


Diphtheria.—As in the preceding quarter, the deaths which were 
registered from diphtheria in the whole of Ireland numbered 65; in 
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the March quarter of the present year 94 such deaths were registered, 
and in the December quarter of 1905 the number registered was 74. 
The average number of deaths from diphtheria registered in the 
corresponding September quarter of the five years, 1901-1905, was 60. 
Deaths from diphtheria for the several unions in Ireland occurred as 
follows :—One death in each of Abbeyleix, Athlone, Callan, Cootehill, 
Enniscorthy, Irvinestown, Kanturk, Killala, Kilmallock, Limavady, 
Lisburn, Listowel, Manorhamilton, Mullingar, Rathdrum, Rathkeale» 
Tipperary, and Tuam; two deaths in each of Downpatrick, North 
Dublin, Kilkenny, Larne, Longford, Lurgan, and Macroom ;_ three 
deaths in each of Ballymena, Cork, South Dublin, Inishowen, Limerick, 
and Millford ; four deaths in each of Londonderry and Newry ; and 
seven deaths in the union of Belfast. 

Enteric Fever.— ‘The deaths from enteric fever for the whole of 
Treland, which had been 88 in the June quarter of the present year 
declined to 82 in the period under notice ; in the September quarter of 
1905, deaths from enteric fever numbered 114, and the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the five years 1901~1905 is 150. Of the 
82 deaths that were registered there were 11 in Dublin county borough 
and 23 in the county borough of Belfast. 

There were 11 deaths returned as from pyrexia (origin uncertain), 
this condition being formerly described as simple, continued, or ill- 
defined fever. 

Diarrhoeal Diseases.— In the aggregate the deaths in the whole of 
Ireland from diseases classified under this heading amounted to 835, 
representing an annual death-rate of 0°76 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population of the country. The September quarter is always marked 
by a high mortality from diarrhmal diseases, The deaths registered 
during the period under notice exceed those of the third quarter of 
1905 by 105, and those of the third quarter of 1904 by 228. It is of 
interest to note in this connection the meteorological conditions obtain- 
ing during tlhe September quarters of the years 1904, 1905, and 1906, 
as shown by the following statement :—

Tuberculous Disease.— From Abstract I., page 218, it appears that 
in the aggregate the deaths of 2,508 persons are reported -by the 
Registrars to have been due to tuberculous disease in Ireland during 
the September quarter of 1906. The total (2,508) represents an annual 
death rate of 2°29 per 1,000 of the estimated population of Ireland. 
In the previous three quarterly periods the deaths thus returned num- 
bered 2,292, 2,977, aud 3,119, respectively. It appears that nearly 
16 per cent, of the deaths registered during the September quarter of 
the year were due tc tuberculous disease, ‘The abstracts on pages 218 
and following give the geographical distribution of the deaths from 
tuberculous disease by provinces, counties, superintendent registrars’ 
districts, and registrars’ districts. In the following counties the largest 
number of deaths occurred :—Dublin, 109; Dublin county borough, 
334; Cork county and Cork county borough, 242; Belfast county 
borough, 340; and county Down, 140, representing annual rates, 
respectively, of 2°77, 4:58, 2°39, 3°71, and 2°72 per 1,000 of the 
population, The Registrars of the following districts have supplied notes 
relating to the existence, causation, or prevention of tuberculous 
diseases :—Rathangan No. 1, Killeen, Ballynacarrigy, Milltown, Ennis 
No. 1, Aghada, Darrynane, Goleen, Glenavy, Pettigoe, Derrylin, Kilti- 
magh, and Carney No. 1. These notes are published in an appendix 
to this Report, commencing on page 281. 


Malignant Diseases.—From the returns of the Registrars it appears 
that 772 deaths were registered from malignant diseases (including 
carcinoma, sarcoma, cancer, and malignant disease—undefined). The 
total represents an annual death rate of 0°70 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population of Ireland ; in each of the three quarterly periods the rates for 
these diseases were respectively 0-71, 0:72, and 0-71 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. From Abstract I. it appears that of the total 
deaths 254 were registered in Leinster, 135 were registered in Munster, 
328 were registered in Ulster, and 55 were registered in Connaught, 
These figures represent the following annual death rate for malignant 
diseases for the provinces of Ireland—Leinster, 0-88 per 1,000 of the 
population according to the Census of 1901 ; Munster, 0-50 per 1,000 ; 
Ulster, 0°83 per 1,000; and Connaught, 0-34 per 1,000. 
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Hydrophobia:—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—-Chickenpox in 1 district, measles in 16, scarlet fever in 
20, whooping-cough in 35, diphtheria in 17, fever in 27~-typhus in 5, 
enteric in 21, and pyrexia (origin uncertain) in 1—diarrhea in 8%, 


influenza in 3, mumps in 2, and German measles in 1 district. 


Inquests.— Lhere were 444 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to i in every 36 of the total deaths 


registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 33 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 38, in Ulster 1 to 33, and in Connaught 1 to 59. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 15,826 deaths registered, 3,253, 
or 20°6 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 26°6, in Munster 25:5, in Ulster 14:7, and in Connaught 
14:7.

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the 
_ quarter ended 30th September last, was 8,469 (4,124 males and 4,345 
females), being 1,204 more than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1905, but 1,682 under the average number for the third quarter 
of the ten years 1896-1905.

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,t Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the third quarter of the years 1901-1906, respectively,

The barometrical readings have been corrected for altitude and reduced to 32° Fahrenhoit, 
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furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 214). 

The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 1906 
was 30:038 inches, being ‘084 above the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1901-1905; the highest reading 
(30°590 inches) was on the 27th September, at 9 a.m., air calm ; and 
the lowest (29-428 inches) on the 13th August, at 9 p.m., air calm. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 57-8° or 1°3° 
above the average for the third quarter of the five years, 1901-1905. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 84:80 
and the minimum 31:7°. The maximum heat in sun was 136°9°, and 
the minimum on the grass 27:0°. 

Rain fell on 36 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 
3°847 inches, being 4°423 inches below the average for the 
third quarter of the five years 1901-1905. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in August, when 1°882 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 32 days from 8. W., on 18 days from W., on 8 days 
from N.W., on 5 days from 8.E., on 3 days each from N., E., and §., 
and on 2 days from N.E., and the air was calm on 18 days at 9 a.m. 

July.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30-002 inches ; the highest reading (30°343 inches) was on the 9th at 
9 a.m., wind W.S.W.; and the lowest (29-634 inches) on the 18th, at 
9 p.m., wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 58:3°, the 
maximum registered was 75°8°, and the minimum 40:1°. The 5th was 
the warmest day and also the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 58°1°, and of the wet bulb 55:7°.. The maximum heat in sun was 
134°3°, and the minimum on thegrass 34'6°. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 184°7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14-7 hours on 
the 4th. The maximum ozone was 0°9, the minimum 0:0, and the mean 
0-5. Rain fell on 13 days. The rain-fall measured 1:230 inches ; 
the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0°305 inch on the Ist. 

August.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29916 inches; the highest reading (30°328 inches) was on the 28th 
at 9 A.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°428 inches) on the 13th, at 
9 p.M., air calm. The mean temperature of the air was 61:2°, the 
maximum registered was 84°8°, and the minimum 39°4°, The 21st was 
the warmest day, and the 30th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 59:9°, and of the wet bulb 57:0°. The maximum heat in sun was 
132°8°, and the minimumon the grass34‘0°. Thetotal amountofsunshine 
recorded was 182-4 hours, the greatest daily amount being 13:1 hours on 
the 30th. The maximum ozone was 0:8, the minimum 0:0, and the 
mean 0-4. Rain fell on 16 days. The rain-fall measured 1-882 inches ; 
the greatest amount in 24 hours was.0:415 inch on the 24th, 

September.—The mean height of the barometer during this month 
was 30°196 inches ; the highest reading (30°590 inches) was on the 27th, 
at 9 a.M., air calm ; and the lowest (29°488 inches) on the 14th, at 9 p.m., 
wind 8.W. The inean temperature of the air was 53°9° ; the maximum 
registered was 81°6°, and the minimum 31:7°.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 216, 217), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North; 2. Ireland, 
South. Hach District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind observations at Valencia are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2:2). Velocities 
between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have been entered in the Tables 
as strong winds, velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. 
At the remaining stations the wind-force observations are personal 
estimates in accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially lable 
to be affected by local circumstances. No previous comparison of 
corresponding data is available for the purpose of checking these results.

Of 
late years it is a well-known fact that 
mothers shirk the responsibility of mother- 
hood. They give various reasons, but the 
real one is that suckling the child is too 
much trouble, and interferes with social 
functions (of course there are some mothers 
who cannot). Heretofore this happened in 
higher circles, but now it is quite common 
in the middle and poorer classes. In the 
first, skilled nursing and scientific feeding 
can be procured, but in the second, and 
especially in the third, these are very much 
neglected. How often one sees the unfor- 
tunate infant suckling out of a bottle having 
a tube a foot long !—a bottle and tube that 
it is impossible to clean, Mothers, again, 
have no idea of what the strength of the 
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‘“‘milk”’ should be. Very often an infant 
a month old gets “ milk”’ strong enough for 
a babe of six months. Then, again, a child 
gets a bottle full of milk, takes its fill, and 
in a few hours’ time gets the remainder; 
the mother not taking into account what 
changes may have taken place in the mean- 
time. The feeding bottle was the cause of 
all the infantile diarrhea in my district, 
and I think the sale of those bottles 
should be prohibited by the State. 


KinuaRngy Milltown.—The health 
and sanitary condition of the district good. 
No contagious or infections disease pre- 
valent, Diarrhoea of a severe type has pre- 
vailed in a large portion of the district 
during the last ten days, One death, source 
cannot yet be traced.

GALWAY ; Oranmore.—An outbreak of 
typhoid fever occurred during last quarter. 
Eight cases came under my notice; none 
died. The district is supplied with very 
bad wells. 


GaLway ; Spiddle,—Heakh of district 
good. 
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Gort; Ardrahan.—In trying to trace 
the cause of the complex symptoms of a 
condition met by me in medical practice—a 
general disorder of nutrition. marked by 
anemia, dyspepsia, constipation with want 
of energy, lassitude and mental depression, 
[ found that it is due to a relative want of 
salt (sodium chloride) in the dietary of a 
vegetarian people, and in whom the large 
ingestion of potash salts (potatoes contain 
22 parts potash per thousand, °99 soda, 1°17 
chlorine) isnot met by a suflicient inges- 
tion of NaCl. I find that cattle (with very 
rare exceptions) do not get salt either in 
pasture, hay, or with roots; that agricul- . 
tural experts do not think it necessary. I 
consider the matter deserving of more care- 
ful inquiry thanI can giveit. I have given 
it careful study, and cannot from space go 
further here. 


Gort; Gort, W. — The health of the 
district has been very good during quarter. 


Gort; Kinvarra.—There has been an 
epidemic of whooping-cough amongst chil- 
dren during the quarter. A few developed 
broncho-pneumonia, and there were about 
4 or 5 deaths, cne of which was registered. 
There were some cases of catarrbal jaundice 
amongst children. 


Lovenrea; Bullaun.—Of the thirteen 
deaths registered seven were aged 60 and 
upwards, one being 78 years. 


OUGHTERARD ; Cloonbur, No. 1.—Health 
of district very good; no zymotic disease 
prevalent, 


OUGHTERARD; Cloonbur, No, 2.— 
Sanitary arrangements fair. 


Portumna; Zyrecourt—The general 
condition of district heaithy. 


PorrumNna; Portumna No. 1, W.— 
Nearly all the deaths registered this quar- 
ter were caused by old age.

The sewerage of the 
village is still defective ; otherwise the sani-— 
tation of the district is fairly good, 
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MANORHAMILTON; Lurganboy.—District 
healthy during the quarter, 


Mout ; Carrigallien.—The health of 
the district has been exceptionally good 
during the quarter, but for the occurrence 
of four cases of diphtheria which recovered 
(antitoxin used). 


MouiLL; Rinn.—The district is very 
healthy and free from all epidemic disease. 


Mayo County. 


BALLINA ; Crossmolina,—Sanitary con- 
dition of district fair; no infectious 
disease. Vaccinations during quarter com- 
paratively numerous, but there are many 
old offenders against whom legal measures 
will be required. 


BALLINROBE ; Cappaghduff.—Sanitary 
arrangements good. Some of the people 
are obliged to keep cattle in dwelling-houses 


for want of houses, having no means to 
build. 


BALLINROBE; Cong.—Health of dis- 
trict very good. 


BALLINROBE ; Hollymount.—Births 
under, and deaths about, the average. The 
general health of the people of this district 
-has been good during the quarter. 


BELMULLET; Bangor. — During the 
quarter just ended the public health has 
been generally good, and very little disease 
of any kind. 

BELMULLET; Binghamstown, W.— 
District. in a healthy state. 


BELMULLET; Knocknalower.— General 
sanitary condition of district fair. Health 
of people good during quarter. 


CastLeBAR; Balla.—District healthy. 
Vaccination has improved during the 
quarter. 


CASTLEBAR; Castlebar, No. 1, W.— 
Health of the district is now particularly 
good. Whooping-cough of a mild type 
was prevalent during July and August ; no 
death occurred. Sanitary condition of the 
district continues to improve,

I find that coming 
to my dispensary are numbers of returned 
Irish-Americans (Yanks), who have been 
sent back from America by their medical 
advisers, suffering from phthisis. This prac- 
tice of course assists in the spreading of the 
disease among the poor people at home. 


Westport; Achill.—General health 
of district good. Sanitary state fair, but 
the Slievemore burial ground remains a 
source of danger as it has not been attended 
to. Very fewchildren presented for vacci- 
nation this quarter. 


Westport; Ballycroy. District 
healthy generally, but tuberculosis rather 
increased. 


Westrort; Bundorragha, — Sanitary 
arrangements are good. 


Westport; Louisburgh, — In my 
vpinion when it is so _ desired by 
parents or persons in charge of children, 
the medical officer should attend at 
at the residences of the children for the 
purpose of vaccination and inspection. 


Westport; Newport.—There are no 
arrangements for the removal of night soil 
and rubbish from houses that have not any 
yards, or from houses with very small 
yards and no sanitary convenience, in the 
town of Newport. No improvement in the 
water supply. 


Westrort; Westport, W.—One fatal 
case of acute tetanus in a girl aged 10 
years, following septic wound on the foot.

ATHLONE 3 Brideswell.—Health of dis- 
trict very satisfactory. 


Boye; Ballyfarnan, No. 1.—State of 
district generally healthy. 


Boye; Boyle, No. 1., W.—The district 
was fairly healthy, and there was no 
epidemic except whooping-cough.

Sutico ; Carney, No, 1.—In my opinion 
the widespread prevalence of tuberculosis 
deserves more attention from the sanitary 
authorities than is at present bestowed 
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upon it. All the certified deaths for this 
quarter are due to tubercular disease. 
During the past five years and a half, 55 
deaths have been certified as due to tuber- 
cular disease. What an awful hubbub and 
excitement a few cases of enteric fever 
cause! Yet here is a disease more deadly, 
as infectious, and much more common, 
allowed to increase and claim fresh victims 
year by year, while nothing seems to be 
done to stay its progress. It occurs as 
frequently in the well-kept houses as in 
the miserable hovels so common in the west 
of Ireland, but spreads rapidly from one 
member to another in dark and damp sur- 
roundings. The milk supply, in my 
opinion, should be looked after, and regu- 
lated as far as possible on the French 
system. 


Stiao; Collooney.—Three deaths from 
phthisis, aged 18, 25, and 26 years. 


Si1c0; Sligo, No. 1, W.—Of the seven 
uncertified deaths, one was a child of two 
years who had just left workhouse in- 
firmary ; the others varied in age from 60 
to 90 years. 


TOBERCURRY ; Aclare.—The health 
of the district is exceedingly good. 


TOBERCURRY ; Coolaney. — Sanitary 
arrangements in district satisfactory.

During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,529 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 22:4 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 18,182 deaths, representing an annual rate of 16°6 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 5,263 persons emigrated. 


In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 26:1 in every 
1,000 ofthe estimated population, and the death-rate 15:7 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°5 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1896-1905, and 0:2 above 
the rate for the fourth quarter of 1905. The deaths are 457 above 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1905; she death-rate 
is 0°5 above the rate for that quarter, and 0:1 above the average for 
the fourth quarter of the ten years 1896-1905. 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1905, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
a decrease of 118 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on

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Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 795 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief 

Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1896-1905, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
1,140, and the number of persons on out-door relief an increase of 487, 
the total under both heads being 1°6 per cent. above the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 1:7 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4:7 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the third quarter of 1906 is equal 
to the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
ten years,

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MARRIAGES, 

The marriages (5,115) registered in Ireland during the third quarter 
of 1906 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-1 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1905, but equal to the average rate for the third quarter of the ten 
years 1896-1905. Of the total number of marriages 3,356 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,759 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81 ; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4:1 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6:2 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
0-1 above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous 
ten years, but that under the latter shows a decrcace of 0°5. It is to 
be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion 
of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages was celebrated in 
the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number in the 
first quarter is generally less than that for any of the other quarters of 


the year.

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BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
December last was 24,529—12,570 boys and 11,959 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 44:7, or 22:4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1896-1905 was 24,401, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 21°9 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 22°4 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 20:9; Ulster, 22°38; and Connaught, 21:2. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 30°8 for Dublin 
county borough, and the lowest 16°D for Longford county. Of the inter- 
mediate rates the highest five are—Belfast county borough, 28:5 ; 
Limerick county and county borough, 23:4; Kilkenny, 23°3; 
Mayo, 23:2; and Antrim, 22°8. The lowest five are—Carlow, 17:2 ;

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 3lst December last was 18,182—9,060 males and 9,122 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 60:3, or 16°6 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1896-1905 was 16°5 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 19:3 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 15:3 ; in Ulster, 16-7; 
and in Connaught, 11°8. 


Lhe county or county borough death-rates* range from 11-2 in Mayo 
to 27:3 in Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest

Ages.—Of the 18,182 deaths registered last quarter, 2,529, or 13:9 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 7,882, or 43°4 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 103-1 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 15:1 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 13°5 per cent.; in Ulster, 14:2 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
10°3 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 39°6 per cent.; in 
Munster, to 44'8 per cent.;in Ulster, to 43:2 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 51°5 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

Smalli-pox,__There was no fatality from small-pox reported as oc- 
curring in Ireland during the year 1906; neither was there any 
reference to the incidence of the disease made by the Registrars in the 
notes appended to their quarterly numerical returns. 


Measles.—From Abstract I., page 320, it appears that 80 deaths 
from measles were registered in the whole of Ireland during the year ; 
this number is below the average (193) for the fourth quarter of the 
preceding five years by nearly 60 per cent. Deaths from measles in the 
three preceding quarters of the year were 104, 121, and 72 respectively. 
Of the total (80) there were 38 registered in the county borough of 
Dublin ; of these, 35 deaths appertained to the district of South City 
No. 1; in the county borough of Belfast 14 deaths were registered. 


Scarlet Fever.—The deaths from scarlet fever in the first quarter 
of the year were 50 in number ; in the second quarter they declined to 
23, rising to 27 in the third quarter, and in the period under notice 
rising again to 39, the average for the December quarter of the 
5 years, 1901-1905, being 60. 


Typhus.—The fatalities from typhus (18 in number) almost coincide 
with the average (19); in each of the three preceding quarterly periods 
deaths from typhus were 28, 24, and 22, The deaths occurred as fol- 
lows:—In South Dublin —South City No. 1 district—one death ; in Mary- 
borough district, 3 deaths ; in Cork Rural No. 1 district, one death ; in 
Dromdaleague district, 2 deaths; in Castlegregory district, one death; in 
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Tralee No. 1 district, one death ; in Tipperary district, 3 deaths ; in 
Waterford Urban No. 1 district, one death ; in Belfast Urban No. 4 dis- 
trict, 2 deaths ; one in Binghamstown ; and 2 deaths in Claremorris. 


Whooping-cough,—The annual death-rate represented by the deaths 
from whooping-cough (in number 164) was 0-15 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population of Ireland. The total is under the average number 
of deaths for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five years, 
namely, 201 ; it is also below each of the numbers registered in the 
earlier quarters of the year ; in March quarter 195, in June quarter 
286, and in September quarter 208 deaths respectively from whooping- 
cough were registered. Of the total deaths, 28 were in Dublin county 
borough, 22 in county Cork and Cork county borough, 29 in Belfast 
county borough, 15 in county Antrim, and 13 in county Monaghan. 
In the Registrar’s district of Drumlish, union of Longford, there were 
4 deaths from whooping-cough ; in Boherboy, in the union of Kanturk, 
there were 7 deaths; in Ballymena district, union of Ballymena, 
there were 4 deaths ; and in Carrickmacross district, in the union of 


Carrickmacross, there were 10 deaths. 


Diphtheria.—The mortality from diphtheria in the earlier quarters 
of the year was, respectively, 94 deaths in March quarter; and 65 
deaths in each of the June and September quarters; in the period 
under notice the deaths were 92, being 8 below the average for the 
corresponding quarters of the 5 years preceding. Of the deaths (92), 
there were 15 in Dublin county borough, 10 in Limerick county and 


county borough, and 13 in Belfast county borough. 


Enteric Fever.— Although the deaths from entevic fever (91) exceed 
those occurring in the September quarter of the year by 9 deaths, they 
are far below the average number of deaths (148) which were regis- 
tered in the corresponding period in the 5 preceding years. In the 
March quarter of 1906, there were 114 deaths from enteric fever 
registered in Ireland, and in the June quarter of the year, 88 deaths 
were registered. In each of the county boroughs of Dublin and of 
Belfast, 18 deaths from enteric fever were registered. 

During the quarter 9 deaths were classified as due to pyrema (origin 
uncertain). This condition was heretojore described, as simple, continued, 
or ill-defined fever. 

Diarrhoeal Diseases,— The annual death-rate, represented by the 
deaths returned from diarrhoeal diseases (478) was 0:44 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population of Ireland. The number of deaths is far 
above the average (260) for the December quarter of the 5 years pre- 
ceding. In Abstract J,, page 320, the details regarding deaths from 
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this group of diseases, by provinces and counties, are given ; amongst 
others there were 32 deaths in Dublin county, 80 in Dublin county 
borough, 71 in Cork county and county borough, 17 in Limerick 
county and county borough, 15 in Tipperary, 8.R.; 12 in Waterford 
county and county borough, 24 in county Antrim, 13 in county 
Armagh, 81 in Belfast county borough, 15 in county Down, 17 in 
Londonderry county and county borough, and 12 deaths from 
diarrhoeal diseases in the county Tyrone. Mayo was the only county 
from which one or more deaths from diarrheal diseases was not 


returned for the period under notice. 


Tuberculous Disease. —The deaths returned by the Registrars as 
occurring from all forms of tuberculous disease amounted to 2,420, 
representing an annual death-rate of 2°21 per 1,000 of the population. 
In the earlier quarters of the year the respective annual rates for all 
forms of tuberculous disease were 2°71, 2°84, and 2:29 per 1,000, cal- 
culated on the deaths as reported in the returns furnished by the 
Registrars of Births and Deaths throughout the country. In the 
Appendix containing notes furnished by the Registrars, observations — 
regarding tuberculous disease are made by the following :—The Regis- 
trars of Killeen, Clonaslee, Milltown (in Mullingar Union), of New 
Ross, of Ennis No. 1, of Whitechurch, of Aghada, of Skull, of Moroe, 
of Abbeyfeale, of Askeaton, of Rathkeale, of Kilpatrick, of Kilsheelan 
No. 1, of Waterford Urban No. 1, of Burt, of Claudy, of Dungiven, of 
Benburb, of Trillick, of Carney No. 1 district, and of Sligo No. 1 
district. 


Malignant Diseases.— Under the heading malignant disease, which 
includes carcinoma, sarcoma, and cancer (undefined), there were returned 
802 deaths, stated by the Registrars to have been registered during the 
December quarter of the year 1906 ; the total corresponds to an annual 
rate of mortality for these diseases of 0°73 per 1,000 of the population 
of Ireland, estimated to the middle of the year 1906. In each of the 
three preceding quarters the rates were 0:72, 0-71, and 0°70 per 1,000. 
In the periods under review the province of Leinster was 0°87 per 1,000 
of the population according to the Census of 1901 ; in the province of 
Munster the rate was 0°56 per 1,000; in the province of Ulster the 
rate was 0°84 per 1,000; and in the province of Connaught the rate — 
was 0'43 per 1,000 of the Census population. The Registrars of Castle- 
dermot, Abbeyshrule, Kilkee, Milford (in Kanturk Union), Moroe, As- 
keaton, Rathkeale, Silvermines, Galgorm, Dungiven, Claudy, Coal Island, 
and ‘Trillick districts have supplied notes on this subject, which are 
printed in the Appendix at the end of this Report. 
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Hydrophobia.—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—-Measles in 6 districts, scarlet fever in 24, whooping-cough 
in 27, diphtheria in 22, fever in 19-~typhus in 2, enteric in 16, and 
pyrexia (origin uncertain) in one—diarrhea in 2, influenza in 75, 
and mumps in 6. 


Inquests.— Lhere were 431 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 42 of the total deaths 
registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 37 deaths registered, in 
Munster | to 58, in Ulster 1 to 34, and in Connaught 1 to 119. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 18,182 deaths registered, 3,798, 
or 20-9 per cent., occurred in public institutions, In Leinster the per- 
centage was 27°8, in Munster 24:7, in Ulster 14:6, and in Connaught 
14:3.

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
fourth quarter of the year 1906, there were 21,088 persons successfully 
vaccinated, 

EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal [rish Ganka niin 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Treland during the 
quarter ended 31st December last, was 0,263 (2,636 males and 3, 627 
females), being 802 more than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1905, but 595 under the average number for the fourth quarter 
of the ten years 1896-1905.

The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-Ib. loaf for last 
quarter was BA ‘d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and re} Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the fourth 
quarter of the year 1905 the average price was 6d., and in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1896 it was 5d. 

The average price of oatmeal (lst quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 14s. 6d. per cwt., being the same as the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the year 1905. In the fourth quarter of 1896 
the average price was 12s. 8d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. to 3s. dd. In the fourth quarter of 1905 
the average prices were 2s. ld. to 2s. 6d., and the prices for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1896 were 2s. ld. to 3s. 1d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 49s. to 53s. 6d. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1905 the average prices were from 47s. 6d. to 53s., and in 
the fourth quarter of 1896 they were from 43s. to 52s. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 19s. to 22s. per ton nett. 

The highest price of Consols at the Dublin Stock Exchange for 
the quarter was £87, and the lowest £852. 

The minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the 
Bank of Ireland during the quarter, which had been 4 per cent. from 
the 21st June, was raised to 44 per cent. on the 13th September, to 54 
per cent. on the 11th October, “and to 64 per cent. on the 19th October, 
at which rate it remained to the end of the quarter,

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the fourth quarter of 1906 was 44,447, or 118 under 
the average for the corresponding period in 1905. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 56,009, being 795 under the average for the fourth 
quarter of 1905. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the fourth quarter of 
1906, an average number of 1,488 in each week were located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals ; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1905 the average weekly number was 1,483.

THE WEATHER. 
The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the fourth quarter of the years 1901-1906, respectively,

The barometrical readings have been corrected for altitude and reduced to 32° Fahrenhoit — 
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furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 316). 

The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of 1906 
was 29°839 inches, being 0:066 under the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1901-1905; the highest reading 
(30°580 inches) was on the 21st December, at 9 a.m., air calm; and 
the lowest (29-090 inches) on the 18th November, at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 44-79, being 
0:5° above the average for the fourth quarter of the 5 years 1901-1905. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 65-0° 
and the minimum 15:0°. The maximum heat in sun was 111:7°, and 
the minimum on the grass 13°3°, 

Rain or snow fell on 54 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 6°548 inches, being 0:052 inch over the average for the 
fourth quarter of the five years 1901-1905. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in October, when 2°551 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 27 days from W., on 21 days from S.W., on 10 
days from 8., on 5 days from N., on 4 days each from 8.E. and N.W., 
on 2 days from N.E., and on 1 day from E., and the air was calm on 
18 days at 9 a.m. 

October.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°717 inches ; the highest reading (30°381 inches) was on the 25th at 
9 a.M., air calm. ; and the lowest (29°261 inches) on the 29th, at 9 p.m., 
wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 49:4°, the 
maximum registered was 65:0°, and the minimum 31:2°. The 8th was 
the warmest day and the 20th the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 48°7°, and of the wet bulb 47:1°.. The maximum heat in sun was 
111-7°, and the minimum on the grass 20:0°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 13 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 109-4 hours, the greatest daily amount being 9:2 hours on 
the 18th. The maximum ozone was 0°9, the minimum 0:1, and the mean 
0:5. Rain or snow fell on 20 days. The rain-fall measured 2:551 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘580 inch on the 11th. 

November.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°858 inches; the highest reading (30-539 inches) was on the 11th 
at 9 P.M., air calm, and the lowest (29:090 inches) on the 18th, at 
9 p.m., wind W. The mean temperature of the air was 45°6°, the 
maximum registered was 62°1°, and the minimum 30°7°, The 24th was 
the warmest day, and the 18th the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 45°3°, and of the wet bulb 43°5°. The maximum heatin sun 
was 97:8°, and the minimum on the grass 22°49. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 13 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 55-7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 6-8 hours on 
the 24th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 0:1, and the 
mean 0-7, Rain or snow fell on 15 days. The rain-fall measured 1-900 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘450 inch on the 7th, 

December.—The mean height of the barometer during this month 
was 29-942 inches ; the highest reading (30-580 inches) was on the 21st, 
at 9 A.M., aircalm ; and the lowest (29:286 inches) on the 26th, at 9 a.m., 
air calm. The mean temperature of the air was 39:2°; the maximum 
registered was 54:0°, and the minimum 15:0°. The 4th was the 
warmest day, and the 30th was the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 39°5°, and of the wet bulb 380°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 99:0°, and the minimum on the grass 13°3°, The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 19 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 39°9 hours, the greatest daily amount being 5:3 hours on 
the 14th. The maximum ozone was 0:9, the minimum 0-0, and tne 
mean ‘0. Rain or snow fellon19 days. The rain-fall measured 2°097 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘465 inch on the 15th.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 318 and 319), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North; 2. Ireland, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 

in the Table. The wind observations at Valencia are based on the 

records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2:2). Velocities 

between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have been entered in the Tables 

as strong winds, velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. 

At the remaining stations the wind-force observations are personal 

estimates in accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable 
to be affected by local circumstances. No previous comparison’ of 

corresponding data is available for the purpose of checking these results,

Cartow; Carlow No.1 W.-—--There was 
a case of tetanus in December, cue to the 
handle of a truck catching the little finger 
between it and the flags on Friday. On 
Monday it was medically treated. A sudden 
violent attack of tetanus took place on 
Thursday, Chloroform was given that day 
to burn the sore; it made him worse. Serum 
injected twice on Thursday, and once on 
Friday morning.
